overhaul, Missouri Public Fxpenditure Survey 
said in a report released this week. I lit' Survey 
called for establishment of an interim legisla­ 
tive com m ittee to develop “ a sim pler, sounder 
and m ore logical plan of compensating these 
officials. ” 
Fader the fee system of compensating county 
officials 
tilt' compensation of county 
collec­ 
tors in third ('lass counties som etim es out­ 
strips the $25,000 salary paid tilt' Governor ot 
the state, the Survey said. 
The laws on fees md salaries ot county of­ 
ficials arc so complex and confusing that flit' 
precise amount some receive is difficult to 
ascertain, the Survey said. Its study reported 
that net compensation of collectors in 1963 in 
four 
rapidly developing third class counties 
yyas: Boone, $25,541; Cape Girardeau, $23,47 4; 
Franklin, $23,63 1; and St. Charles, $31,521. 
As a result of st. Charles county becoming 
a second class county this year, its collector 
will receive $24,000 less, tho Survey said. He 
noyv receives a salary of ST,500, since second 
class 
county 
collectors 
are paid by salary 
instead of fee, the Survey explained. This is an 
illustration, tile' Si rvey said, of luny inconsistent 
the fee-salary 
structure has become. Third 
class counties became second cla ss counties 
after their assessed valuation exceeds $70 m il­ 
lion. 
The difference between what the St. Charles 
county collector received when the county yvus 
a third c'uss county now goes into the county 
treasury to help del. ay personnel and other 
costs of collecting taxes. In third class coun­ 
ties the office, mailing and sim ilar costs are 
paid from the county treasury, the Survey said. 
Because of the dollar amounts involved, the 
Survey said, the collector’s office dramatizes 
the we akness of the 
system of compensating 
officials. In first and second cla ss counties, the 
a sse sso r s and collectors are paid salaries, but 
some of the other officers are paid partly by 
fee. A majority of officials in third and fourth 
class counties receive some or all corrq>ensation 
by fee. 
The Survey said that it is virtually impossible 
to establish and keep current a structure of fees 
equitably related to the duties performed by 
officials in various parts of the state under 
changing conditions. The Survey recommended 
that officials 
receive fixed annual salaries 
bearing a 
reasonable relation to the defies 
they perform and that, with few exceptions, 
fees and 
com m issions go 
into 
the county 
treasury. 
The Survey emphasized, however, that e s ­ 
sential to establishment of such a system would 
bt* a re-evaluation of the schedules of salary 
compensation of county officials because these 
are almost as complex as fee compensation 
schedules. 
Contributing to distortion of salary structures, 
the Survey said, has been the practice of by­ 
passing the constitutional prohibition against 
increasing officials’ pay during their term s of 
office. This is done, it explained, by enacting 
new duties accompanied by salary increases. 
A striking example occurred, the Survey re­ 
called, when county treasurers were given an 
additional salary for sending out forms for re­ 
porting the intangible personal property tax, a 
tax administered and collected by the state. In 
some counties, the Survey said, the treasurers 
received more money for the duty than was re­ 
ceived from the tax in their counties. 
The Survey said that continuing piece-m eal 
revision of compensation schedules compounds 
confusion, adding that it im poses costs counties 
can’t control and which som e counties 
can’t 
afford. 
The 
legislature’s 
task of dealing 
equitably with almost hopelessly complex pay 
schedules 
has become nearly an impossible 
one, the Survey said. 
County pay legislation claim s an undue share of 
the time and thought of the legislature, accounting 
for more than 50 bills in the current session 
alone, the Survey said. 
The Survey said that much of the difficulty of 
arriving at compensation that is fair to both of­ 
ficials and taxpayers of counties springs from 
the fact that the duties, fees and salaries of 
each office are prescribed in detail by general 
law s. There are literally hundreds of provisions 
in the statutes, it said, prescribing compensa­ 
tion of elected and appointed county officials, 
their deputies and other em ployees.

if 
the liv e s of people livin g 
a lon gsid e the lin e s are to be 
sa fe. 
T his colum n has now obtained 
a copy o f the report gathering 
dust in the file s of the F ed eral 
Pow er C om ission and it r ev e a ls 
shocking fa c ts. The insid e story 
behind 
its 
su p p ression 
is 
equally shocking. 
It sh ow s that the tragedy o c­ 
curred b ecause T en n essee Gas 
T ra n sm issio n w as pumping gas 
through its lin e at a p r e ssu re 
too great for the pipe. Even 
m ore 
shocking, 
the 
report 
show s that 12 hours a fter 17 
people had been burned to death, 
T en n essee G as resum ed pump­ 
ing gas at the sam e e x c e ssiv e 
rate of 765 PSIG (pounds per 
square inch gauge) d esp ite the 
fact 
that only 750 PSIG was 
recom m ended for the pipe. 
— “ ROARING FIERY 
TORCH” — 
H ere 
is the story of what 
happened a s fir st told by D r. 
C h arles E . Cook, coron er of 
N atch itoch es p arish , who got to 
the 
scen e 
of the tragedy 17 
m inutes a fter it happened: 
“ I took som e photographs of 
that g igan tic, im p ressiv e, roar­ 
ing fiery torch . The escapin g 
gas exploded and it appeared a s 
though a giant blowtorch had 
been set off. . .

Sen. A llen E llen d er, D -L a.,

N elson of the FPC p ip elin e d i­ 
v isio n , who had gone to the sc en e 
o f the tragedy with W illiam J . 
D resch er, ch ief of the d iv isio n , 
E llery K . Johnson, su p ervisin g 
en g in eer, 
and L ou is A . B ru­ 
bak er, J r ., a lso a su p ervisin g 
en gin eer, all of the B ureau of 
N atural G as. 
When 
N elson ’s 
report w as 
subm itted to Frank F . W atters, 
ch ief of the Bureau of N atural 
G as, and h is deputy, L ou is M en- 
donsa, they cautiously rejected 
it. It w as con sid ered too tough.

T hey p assed a p re ­ 
lim in ary p h y sica l. They w ere 
o ffered sp e c ific jobs.

It 
w ill get tougher when the co lleg e 
y o u n g sters, who have been f ill­ 
ing In, retu rn to c la s s e s after 
vacation.

A. Section 3 is object Iona tile 
for several reasons.

a tool for racial d iscrim in a­ 
tion in ail) area In which fewer 
than OO percent of the adults 
reg ister o r vote. 
Second, once operative, Sec­ 
tion 3 does not lim it itself to

down discrim ination 
based on race or color, but in­ 
stead prohibits an affect od State 
from 
Imposing 
any 
qualifi­ 
cations as a prerequisite to 
voting. 
Filially, to rebut the presum p­ 
tion that discrim ination exists, 
a State must carry the burden 
of proof iii a special Judicial 
proceeding. And it is interest­ 
ing to note ttiat only the F e d er­ 
al District Court of the D istrict 
of Columbia has Jurisdiction to 
hear the case. 
W. How many States will be 
affected by such a presum ption? 
A. The p ress reports that

Q. Why do you call such a 
presumption ‘'questionable**? 
A. Num erous factors can ac ­

F or example, spokesmen for 
the State of Alaska entered a 
protest immediately after the 
provisions of the bill w ere made 
known, citing the extremely cold 
w eather of our 49th State as 
the most important cause for a 
low turnout in the i964 P r e s i ­ 
dential election. 
Q. That may be true, but the 
proposed legislation offers any 
State that believes that Section

doesn't it? 
A. Yes, it does, but consider 
the following points: A declara­ 
tory judgment that no d isc rim ­ 
ination exists in a particular 
State ma> be handed down by 
only one court in the United 
States — a three-judge district 
court convened in the D istrict of 
Columbia, l i n s means that thou­ 
sands of dollars may be spent 
in seeking such a judgment, not 
to mention the inconvenience to 
w itnesses 
and State officials

This 127-foot-tall seg­ 
ment was designed to ignite 24 
miles up and provide 474,000 
pounds of high-ultitude thrust to 
push the satellite into orbit.

The present method of compensating county 
officials in Missouri needs a thorough going 
overhaul, Missouri Public Expenditure Survey 
said in a report released this week. The Survey 
called for establishment of an interim legisla­ 
tive committee to develop “ a sim pler, sounder 
and more logical plan of compensating these 
officials.” 
Under the fee system of compensating county 
officials the compensation of county collec­ 
tors in third class counties som etim es out­ 
strips the $25,000 salary paid the Governor of 
the state, the Survey said. 
The laws on fees and salaries of county of­ 
ficials are so complex and confusing that the 
precise amount some receive is difficult to 
ascertain, the Survey said. Its study reported 
that net compensation of collectors in 1963 in 
four 
rapidly developing third class counties 
was: Boone, $26,541; Cape Girardeau, $23,474; 
Franklin, $23,63 1; and St. Charles, $31,521. 
As a result of St. Charles county becoming 
a second class county this year, its collector 
will receive $24,000 less, the Survey said. He 
now* receives a salary of $7,500, since second 
class county collectors are paid by salary 
instead of fee, the Survey explained. This is an 
illustration, the Survey said, of how inconsistent 
the fee-salary 
structure has become. Third 
class counties became second class counties 
after their assessed valuation exceeds $70 m il­ 
lion. 
The difference between what the St. Charles 
county collector received when the county was 
a third c'ass county now goes into the county 
treasury to help defcay personnel and other 
costs of collecting taxes. In third class coun­ 
ties the office, mailing and sim ilar costs are 
paid from the county treasury, the Survey said. 
Because of the dollar amounts involved, the 
Survey said, the collector’s office dramatizes 
the weakness of the 
system of compensating 
officials. In first and second class counties, the 
assessors and collectors are paid salaries, but 
some of the other officers are paid partly by 
fee. A majority of officials in third and fourth 
class counties receive some or all compensation 
by fee. 
The Survey said that it is virtually impossible 
to establish and keep current a structure of fees 
equitably related to the duties performed by 
officials in various parts of the state under 
changing conditions. The Survey recommended 
thajt officials receive fixed annual salaries 
reasonable relation to the dwtfes 
they perform and that, with few’ exceptions, 
fees and commissions go into 
the county 
treasury. 
The Survey emphasized, however, that e s­ 
sential to establishment of such a system would 
be a re-evaluation of the schedules of salary 
compensation of county officials because these 
are almost as complex as fee compensation 
schedules. 
Contributing to distortion of salary structures, 
the Survey said, has been the practice of by­ 
passing the constitutional prohibition against 
increasing officials’ pay during their terms of 
office. This is done, it explained, by enacting 
new duties accompanied by salary increases. 
A striking example occurred, the Survey re­ 
called, when county treasurers were given an 
additional salary for sending out forms for re­ 
porting the intangible personal property tax, a 
tax administered and collected by the state. In 
some counties, the Survey said, the treasurers 
received more money for the duty than was re­ 
ceived from the tax in their counties. 
The Survey said that continuing piece-m eal 
revision of compensation schedules compounds 
confusion, adding that it imposes costs counties 
can’t control and which some counties 
can’t 
afford. 
The 
legislature’s 
task of dealing 
equitably with almost hopelessly complex pay 
schedules has become nearly an impossible 
one, the Survey said. 
County pay legislation claim s an undue share of 
the tim e and thought of the legi slature, accounting 
for more than 50 bills in the current session 
alone, the Survey said. 
The Survey said that much of the difficulty of 
arriving at compensation that is fair to both of­ 
ficials and taxpayers of counties springs from 
the fact that the duties, fees and salaries of 
each office are prescribed in detail by general 
laws. There are literally hundreds of provisions 
in the statutes, it said, prescribing compensa­ 
tion of elected and appointed county officials, 
their deputies and other em ployees.

NHA TRANG, South Viet Nam 
AP -- She was close to tears. 
It was the last day of duty for 
Lt. Julie Klebaum, 24, Wapato, 
Wash., one of seven American 
nurses at the 8th U. S. Army 
Field Hospital. 
She was going home after a 
year here, a year in which some 
5,500 
ailing, 
injured 
and 
wounded men went through the 
hospital. 
Julie is 5 feet 3 and has dark 
hair, blue-green eyes and anice 
figure. She would be called p ret­ 
ty in any part of the world, but 
it is her friendly, outgoing p er­ 
sonality that has made her a 
favorite here. 
She smiled a little tremulously 
when Capt. Frank Harbor of 
Starkville, Miss., told her a 
company of airmen wanted to 
turn out in formation to give her 
a farewell tribute salute when 
she left. 
“ That’ll be lovely,” she said 
warmly. 
“ I have mixed emotions about 
leaving. There is a job satisfac­ 
tion here you don’t find so fre­ 
quently in the States. 
“ These wonderful men, won­ 
derful patients. 
They aren’t 
goldbrickers. Pll miss them.” 
As one of seven American 
women among several thousand 
men, Lt. 
Klebaum naturally 
received a flattering amount of 
male attention. 
“ You 
become a combined 
mother, wife, sister and girl 
friend,” she said, 
laughing. 
“ They all want you to help them 
shop for things for their women 
back home. 
“ It’s an honor in a way. It’s 
a very unusual position, one 
Fve never been in before. The 
men are interested in you first 
because you are around, second 
because you speak English, and 
only third because you’re an 
American girl. 
But they’re 
great. They’ll do anything for 


you.” 
Back home nurses aren’t sup­ 
pose to wear perfume on duty. 
“ But we all do here,” said 
Julie. “ The patients want us to. 
They also want us to wear lip­ 
stick and nail polish. They want 
us to look very feminine. To 
them we’re the idealization of 
American women because they 
don’t see any others.” 


The nurses work a 12-hour 
day or longer six days e week. 
“ Pve helped nurse everybody 
from a Vietnamese baby with 
tuberculosis to GIs with worms, 
m alaria, dengue fever, appendi­ 
citis, or gunshot wounds,” she 
said. 
The case that most upset her 
was a pilot about 30 whose 
abdomen was riddled by ground 
fire.

ations, or in the case of whole­ 
sale, retail and service trades, 
would 
reduce their business 
hours 
rather 
than 
put 
on 
additional employees. In many 
cases they would reduce their 
present rate of employment. 
In answering the question re­ 
garding payment of double time 
for overtime, the comments run 
largely to the affect that it would 
be impossible to hire additional 
competent help, and that they 
would 
therefore have to work 
their 
present 
force 
over­ 
time, and pay the penalty rate. 
Apparently, from the volunteer 
comments written in by 
the 
respondents, the matter of com­ 
petent help does not refer 
to 
dexterity 
in performing the 
task, but rather it is difficult, 
they claim, to find people who 
are willing to work. 
A sub­ 
stantial number are stating that 
in many areas the various tax 
free welfare payments avail­ 
able to potential workers is very 
close to what their earnings 
would be after taxes, and that 
there is actually no great in­ 
centive for people to confine 
themselves to work, inasmuch 
as they have about the same 
amount of take home income 
from welfare. 
In answering both questions, 
respondents say that in order 
to set up employer pay roll tax 
deduction procedures it is en­ 
tirely too expensive to employ 
additional people. 
This 
is 
especially prevalent 
among 
those who claim that they would 
work their present people over­ 
time rather than hiring addi­ 
tional employees to meet heavy 
work loads. Typical of the com­ 
ments are, “ Small and medium 
sized business cannot 
afford 
the pay roll luxuries of big 
corporations. 
If some legis­ 


lators fed that the big cor­ 
porations should lie

course, is the taxpayer.) 
* Federal grants of taxpayers* 
funds to state and local gov­ 
ernm ents now total $13.6 bil­ 
lion. (Quite a jump from 
the 
$3.8 billion of 1956.) 
The figures do not even reflect 
the impact of current spending, 
much less the future. As Sena­ 
tor Dlrksen has said: “ There 
is no conceivable way to e sti­ 
mate future costs. The sky Ls 
the lim it.” 
Who can deny that statement? 
♦ * * 
THE PRICE OF MONEY 
“ The use of money has 
a 
price that can l>e measured, 
just as the price of any other 
commodity can be measured. 
In the United States of Ameri­ 
ca, as in any market economy, 
this price may not tie constant, 
but at a given time and for like 
employment it will tie the same 
regardless of who employs it. 
“ When governments enter the 
marketplace it is possible for 
this basic economic fact to lie- 
come obscured. The power of 
government can shift the normal 
currents of the market . . . 
The result can tie that capital 
is used inefficiently and long- 
lasting harm is done to the 
public Interest.” 
That comes from an excellent 
discussion of the cost of money 
presented by the Edison Elec­ 
tric Institute. Many and varied 
examples of its soundness could 
be cited. Government - owned, 
or socialized, electric power 
system s are among them. The 
money that builds them is either 
Issued “ free” -- that is, at 
taxpayer expense -- or at in­ 
terest rates below the prevail­ 
ing market. Then, to compound 
the 
economic 
crim e, 
the 
system s are wholly or largely 
free of the heavy taxes private 
enterprise engaged in compar­ 
able business must pay. It is 
these distortions that have pro­ 
duced the illusion of “ cheap 
power” from government proj­ 
ects. 
The Institute’s booklet urges 
that ” . . . any criteria for de­ 
termining 
the 
economic 
feasibility of an undertaking 
should include the free market 
cost of money demanded 
by 
investors for such an under­ 
taking. 
These criteria, 
of 
course, would include not only 
the after-tax return, but also 
the taxes required to be paid to 
earn such a return, and pro­ 
visions for „ the. amortization 
of the invj^tmetirhi accordance 
with theffstabTT^ied practice 
4of the market.” Only in that 
way can true and honest costs 
be shown and paid -- and only 
jin that way can the taxpayers 
be protected from a heavy and 


needless drain on their earn­ 
ings.

“ EXTREMIST” --THE 
HOLLOW WORD 
A curious term , “ extrem ist,” 
made its first appearance last 
year as one of the commonest 
words of 
criticism 
in the 
English language. Through con­ 
stant repetition it quickly be­ 
came solidly established and 
seems likely to be with us 
for a long time to come. 
It ls a curious term because 
in Itself “ extrem ist” has no 
more meaning than such vague 
common expressions a s “ alot” 
or “ a great deal” or “ too 
much.” 
To understand the effects of 
using such a term , Its absurdity 
compounded with viciousness, 
it might help to think of how 
we would react if people began 
to say of a friend of ours: 
“ he’s a lot,” or “ he’s a great 
dea,” or “ he’s too much.” We 
would be amused and puzzled 
at first, then increasingly angry 
if 
these ridiculously 
vague 
phrases actually began to make 
people frightened of our friend. 
A word such as “ extrem ist” 
is ideal for the man wishing 
to 
degrade and 
destroy the 
reputation of others. Since lt is 
a hollow word, with no real 
meaning in itself, people can 
easily be persuaded to read 
into the word almost anything 
they dislike. 
When a responsible 
person 
hears 
another 
called 
an 
“ extrem ist,” his very first, 
instant reaction should be to 
ask: In what way? About what 
subject? Then he may be able 
to discover what the accuser ls 
talking about. But unfortunately 
these intelligent questions often 
are not asked and the vague 
implied contiemnatipn <^s im ­ 
mediately accepted by those who 
do not think accurately. 
If we are to condemn someone, 
at least we should know what 
we are condemning them for.

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WASHINGTON — A “ clas­ 
sified” report withheld from the 
public by the Federal Power 
Commission 
indicates 
there 
may be danger of more tragic 
pipeline explosions of the type 
that cremated 17 people as they 
slept in their homes at Natchi­ 
toches, La., last March. 
Some of the experts even 
believe that the corroded metal 
in the older pipelines of the na­ 
tion should be entirely replaced 
if the lives of people living 
alongside the lines are to be 
safe. 
This column has now obtained 
a copy of the report gathering 
dust in the files of the Federal 
Power Comission and it reveals 
shocking facts. The inside story 
behind 
its 
suppression 
is 
equally shocking. 
It shows that the tragedy oc­ 
curred because Tennessee Gas 
Transmission was pumping gas 
through its line at a pressure 
too great for the pipe. Even 
more 
shocking, 
the 
report 
shows that 12 hours after 17 
people had been burned to death, 
Tennessee Gas resumed pump­ 
ing gas at the same excessive 
rate of 765 PSIG (pounds per 
square inch gauge) despite the 
fact that only 750 PSIG was 
recommended for the pipe. 
—“ ROARING FIERY 
TORCH” — 
Here is the story of what 
happened as first told by Dr. 
Charles E. Cook, coroner of 
Natchitoches parish, who got to 
the scene of the tragedy 17 
minutes after it happened: 
“ I took some photographs of 
that gigantic, impressive, roar­ 
ing fiery torch. The escaping 
gas exploded and it appeared as 
though a giant blowtorch had 
been set off. . . The houses and 
garage were totally demolished 
as 
were 
several 
cars 
and 
trucks; also some of the live­ 
stock were killed. 
“ The 
undertakers 
on 
the 
scene were instructed to label 
their disaster packs as to the 
location the bodies were dis­ 
covered to aid identification. A 
total of two boxes of chalky 
bones and charred flesh were

scattered 
throughout 
three houses where the deaths 
occurred. We were able to lo­ 
cate only 16 separate bodily 
remains; however there were 
bones found at the location which 
could correspond with them iss-

• ing body, completing a total of- 
17 victims who perished in the 
fire.” 
Sen. Allen Ellender, D-La., 
immediately called for a Fed­ 
eral 
Power 
Commission in­ 
vestigation, a report on which 
was first prepared by Olaf W. 
Nelson of the FPC pipeline di­ 
vision, who had gone to the scene 
of the tragedy with William J. 
Drescher, chief of the division, 
Ellery K. Johnson, supervising 
engineer, and Louis A. Bru­ 
baker, Jr., also a supervising 
engineer, all of the Bureau of 
Natural Gas. 
When Nelson’s report was 
submitted to Frank F. W atters, 
chief of the Bureau of Natural 
Gas, and his deputy, Louis Men- 
donsa, they cautiously rejected 
it. It was considered too tough. 
They then gave the report to 
supervising engineer Brubaker, 
who on April 15 completed a re­ 
write. 
During the rewriting of the 
report, Drescher, chief of the 
Pipeline 
Division, 
was 
n 
frequent touch with Brubaker 
and, according to other FPC 
officials, sought to soften any 
fact which might reflect on Ten­ 
nessee Gas Transmission. He 
wanted to emphasize the tech­ 
nical aspects of pipeline de­ 
terioration rather than the fact 
that Tennessee Gas was putting 
too much pressure through the 
pipe. 
When the report was finally 
submitted to the full commis­ 
sion, Drescher, Watters, and 
Mendonsa sought to minimize 
its 
conclusions. 
They 
em­ 
phasized the fact that m etal­ 
lurgical findings have not yet 
been received from the Tate 
Laboratories, a test paid for by 
Tennessee Gas. 
The 
commissioners 
them­ 
selves, relying upon their staff 
and 
bogged down with other 
work, were not able to examine

carefully.

agreed to withhold it from the 
public. 
—TOO MUCH GAS— 
However, here are die cru­ 
cial sections of the report: 
On page 10, under “ Design 
Pressure Limitations,” the re­ 
port states that die American 
standard code for pressure pip­ 
ing had set certain standards 
according to the density of popu­ 
lation along the route of the 
pipeline and that In “ Class I 


locations — 
those of least 
density 
— pressures are re­ 
stricted to 72 per cent of the 
theoretical design pressures, 
which in this case would be 72 
per cent of 1,042 PSIG which 
is 750 PSIG.” 
On page 6, the FPC report 
tells of inspecting the operation­ 
al log and pressure chart of 
Tennessee’s Station N o.40near 
where the explosion occurred. 
“ The 
recorded 
discharge 
pressure ranged between 760 
and 
768 
PSIG,” 
the report 
states. “ At 6 A.M. on March 
4, just minutes before the blow­ 
out, the recorded pressure was 
765.” 


The most alarm ing fact, how- 
ever, is that Tennessee Gas 
upped the pressure back to this 
danger point in its other lines 
after the tragedy. The report 
further states: “ Over the suc­ 
ceeding 12 hours the discharge 
pressure in the three remain­ 
ing in-service lines was re- 
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stored to the 765 PSIG lev­ 
el.” 
Experts at the Power Com­ 
mission have been loath to talk 
about 
the 
suppressed 
re­ 
port, but say privately that 
the original pipe was laid short­ 
ly after the war, when steel 
was scarce and the pipe wall 
thin; also that all gas pipe­ 
lines are subject to hydroniza- 
tion corrosion. 


The fact that an explosion oc- 
curred May 9, 1955, ten years 
ago, just 930 feet from the 
March 4, *65, tragedy, indi­ 
cates that the line may require 
major overhaul. 
Drescher, who conferred with 
Brubaker with a view to ton­ 
ing down the report, is now 
chief of the FPC’s Pipeline 
Division, but earlier was chief 
of the division which handled all 
applications for Tennessee Gas, 
usually assigning them to his 
close friend, William Prather. 
Later Prather went to work 
f o r 
Tennessee 
Gas on 
Drescher’s 
recommendation. 
He is employed by the firm in 
Houston today. 
Inside reason given by some 
FPC officials for not publishing 
the report on the Natchitoches 
tragedy was that it wouldalarm 
the industry by calling attention 
to the possibility of replacing 
older pipelines laid during the 
immediate postwar years.

The present method of compensating county 
officials in Missouri needs a thorough going 
overhaul, Missouri Public Expenditure Survey 
said in a report released this week. The Survey 
called for establishment of an interim legisla­ 
tive committee to develop “ a simpler, sounder 
and more logical plan of compensating those 
officials.M 
Under the fee system of compensating county 
officials the compensation of county collec­ 
tors in third class counties sometimes out­ 
strips the $25,000 salary paid the Governor of 
the state, the Survey said. 
The laws on fees and salaries of county of­ 
ficials are so complex and confusing that the 
precise amount some receive is difficult to 
ascertain, the Survey said. Its study reported 
that net compensation of collectors in 1963 in 
four 
rapidly developing third class counties 
was: Boone, $23,541; Cape Girardeau, $23,474; 
Franklin, $23,53t; and St. Charles, $31,521. 
As a result of St. Charles county becoming 
a second class county this year, its collector 
will receive $24,000 loss, the Survey said. He 
now receives a salary of $7,500, since second 
class county collectors arc paid by salary 
instead of fee, the Survey explained. This is an 
illustration, the Survey said, of how inconsistent 
the fee-salary 
structure has become. Third 
class counties became second class counties 
after their assessed valuation exceeds $70 m il­ 
lion. 
The difference between what the St. Charles 
county collector received when the county was 
a third c'ass county now goes into the county 
treasury to help def.ay personnel and other 
costs of collecting taxes. In third class coun­ 
ties the office, mailing and similar costs are 
paid from the county treasury, the Survey said. 
Because of the dollar amounts involved, the 
Survey said, the collector’s office dramatizes 
the weakness of the f^° system of compensating 
officials. In first and second class counties, the 
assessors and collectors are paid salaries, but 
some of the other officers are paid partly by 
fee. A majority of officials in third and fourth 
class counties receive some or all compensation 
by fee. 
The Survey said that it is virtually impossible 
to establish and keep current a structure of fees 
equitably related to the duties performed by 
officials in various parts of the state under 
changing conditions. The Survey recommended 
thaf officials receive fixed annual salaries 
"k^bftiTtng a reasonable relation to the dwffes 
they perform and that, with few exceptions, 
fees and commissions go 
into 
the county 
treasury. 
The Survey emphasized, however, that e s ­ 
sential to establishment of such a system would 
be a re-evaluation of the schedules of salary 
compensation of county officials because these 
are almost as complex as fee compensation 
schedules. 
Contributing to distortion of salary structures, 
the Survey said, has been the practice of by­ 
passing the constitutional prohibition against 
increasing officials’ pay during their terms of 
office. This is done, it explained, by enacting 
new duties accompanied by salary increases. 
A striking example occurred, the Survey re­ 
called, when county treasurers were given an 
additional salary for sending out forms for re­ 
porting the intangible personal property tax, a 
tax administered and collected by the state. In 
some counties, the Survey said, the treasurers 
received more money for the duty than was re­ 
ceived from the tax in their counties. 
The Survey said that continuing piece-meal 
revision of compensation schedules compounds 
confusion, adding that it imposes costs counties 
can’t control and which some counties 
can’t 
afford. 
The 
legislature’s 
task of dealing 
equitably with almost hopelessly complex pay 
schedules 
has become nearly an impossible 
one, the Survey said. 
County pay legislation claims an undue share of 
the time and thought of the legislature, accounting 
for more than 50 bills in the current session 
alone, the Survey said. 
The Survey said that much of the difficulty of 
arriving at compensation that is fair to both of­ 
ficials and taxpayers of counties springs from 
the fact that the duties, fees and salaries of 
each office are prescribed in detail by general 
laws. There are literally hundreds of provisions 
in the statutes, it said, prescribing compensa­ 
tion of elected and appointed county officials, 
their deputies and other employees.

In the current year long survey 
being conducted by the National 
Federation of Independent Busi­ 
ness among its m em bers, their 
attitudes and plans are asked 
in the event either of two present 
proposals are made into law. 
One is to reduce the work week 
to 35 hours, the other is requir­ 
ing that double time be paid for 
overtim e. 
The response to this question 
from the 7,562 respondents out 


of 23,019 recorded so far who 
report that they have actually 
expanded their operations since 
last year shows a complete lack 
of enthusiasm . 
When asked if they would hire 
m ore people if the work week is 
reduced, only 21.3% said they 
would. Asked if they would hire 
m ore employees rather than pay 
double time for overtim e, 28.3% 
said they would. 
Additional 
written comments 
by the respondents show that the 
m ajority in either case would 
seek to curtail operations, eli­ 
minate labor used In their oper­ 
ations, or in the case of whole­ 
sale, retail and service trades, 
would 
reduce their business 
hours 
rather 
than 
put 
on 
additional em ployees. In many 
cases they would reduce their 
present 
rate of employment. 
In answering the question re­ 
garding payment of double time 
for overtim e, the comments run 
largely to the affect that it would 
be impossible to hire additional 
competent help, and that they 
would 
therefore have to work 
their 
present 
force 
over­ 
tim e, and pay the penalty rate. 
Apparently, from the volunteer 
com m ents written in by 
the 
respondents, the m atter of com­ 
petent help does not refer 
to 
dexterity 
in 
perform ing the 
task, but rather it is difficult, 
they claim , to find people who 
are willing to work. 
A sub­ 
stantial number are stating that 
in many areas the various tax 
free welfare payments avail­ 
able to potential w orkers is very 
close to what their earnings 
would be after taxes, and that 
there is actually no great in­ 
centive for people to confine 
them selves to work, inasmuch 
as they have about the sam e 
amount of take home Income 
from welfare. 
In answering both questions, 
respondents say that in order 
to set up em ployer pay roll tax 
deduction procedures it is en­ 
tirely too expensive to employ 
additional people. 
This 
is 
especially prevalent 
among 
those who claim that they would 
work their present people over­ 
tim e rather than hiring addi­ 
tional em ployees to meet heavy 
w orkloads. Typical of the com­ 
ments are, “ Small and medium 
sized business cannot 
afford 
the pay roll luxuries of 
big 
corporations. 
If some legis­ 


lators feel that the big cor­ 
porations should 1h* 
forced 
to hire more people, that is one 
thing, but if they make 
this 
applicable to all people, em­ 
ployment is bound to drop.” 
The time has long 
since 
passed when it must bo recog­ 
nized by government and lalK>r 
leaders that there are 
many 
vast differences Ivtween

dependent business and the big 
corporations.

In the United States of A m eri­ 
ca, as in any market economy, 
this price may not be constant, 
but at a given time and for like 
employment it will l>e the sam e 
regardless of who employs it. 
“ When governments enter the 
m arketplace it is possible for 
this basic economic fact to In ­ 
come obscured.

That comes from an excellent 
discussion of the cost of money 
presented by the Edison E lec­ 
tric Institute.

system s are among them. The 
money that builds them is either 
issued “ free” — that is, at 
taxpayer expense -- or at in­ 
terest rate s below the prevail­ 
ing m arket. Then, to compound 
the 
economic 
crim e, 
the 
system s are wholly or largely 
free of the heavy taxes private 
enterprise engaged in com par­ 
able business must pay. It Ls 
these distortions that have p ro­ 
duced the illusion of “ cheap 
power” from government p ro j­ 
ects. 
The Institute’s booklet urges 
that “ . . . any criteria for de­ 
term ining 
the 
economic 
feasibility of an undertaking 
should include the free m arket 
cost of money demanded 
by 
investors for such an under­ 
taking. 
These c riteria, 
of 
course, would include not only 
the after-tax return, but also 
the taxes required to be paid to 
earn such a return, and pro­ 
visions fo r, the am ortization 
of the lnjjjj^tmeafeln accordance 
with th effstab T f^ed practice 
4of the m arket.” Only in that 
way can true and honest costs 
be shown and paid -- and only 
;in that way can the taxpayers 
"b e protected from a heavy and 


needless drain on their earn ­ 
ings.

“ EXTREMIST” --THE 
HOLLOW WORD 
A curious term , “ ex trem ist,” 
made its first appearance last 
year as one of the commonest 
words of 
criticism 
in the 
English language. Through con­ 
stant repetition it quickly lie- 
cam e solidly established and 
seem s likely to tie with us 
for a long time to come. 
It ls a curious term because 
in Itself “ extrem ist” has no 
m ore meaning than such vague 
common expressions as “ a lot” 
or “ a great deal” or “ too 
much.” 
To understand the effects of 
using such a term , Its absurdity 
compounded with viciousness, 
it might help to think of how 
we would react if people liegan 
to say of a friend of ours: 
“ he’s a lot,” or “ he’s a great 
dea,” or “ he’s too much.” We 
would l>e am used and puzzled 
at first, then increasingly angry 
if 
these ridiculously 
vague 
phrases actually began to make 
people frightened of our friend. 
A word such as “ extrem ist” 
is ideal for the man wishing 
to 
degrade and 
destroy the 
reputation of others. Since lt ls 
a hollow word, with no real 
meaning in itself, people can 
easily be persuaded to read 
into the word almost anything 
they dislike.

“ extrem ist,” his very first, 
instant reaction should l>e to 
ask: In what way? About what 
subject?

But unfortunately 
these intelligent questions often 
are not asked and the vague 
implied con(iemnatiQn<^s im ­ 
mediately acceptedby those who 
do not think accurately.

WASHINGTON 
— A “ clas­ 
sified” report withheld from the 
public by the Federal Power 
Com mission 
indicates 
there 
may be danger of more tragic 
pipeline explosions of the type 
that crem ated 17 people as they 
slept in their homes at Natchi­ 
toches, L a., last M arch. 
Some of the experts even 
believe that the corroded metal 
in the older pipelines of the na­ 
tion should be entirely replaced 
if 
the lives of people living 
alongside the lines a re to be 
safe. 
This column has now obtained 
a copy of the report gathering 
dust in the files of the Federal 
Power Comission and it reveals 
shocking facts. The inside story 
behind 
its 
suppression 
is 
equally shocking. 
It shows that the tragedy oc­ 
curred because Tennessee Gas 
T ransm ission was pumping gas 
through its line at a p ressu re 
too great for the pipe. Even 
more 
shocking, 
the 
report 
shows that 12 hours after 17 
people had been burned to death, 
Tennessee Gas resumed pump­ 
ing gas at the sam e excessive 
rate of 765 PSIG (pounds per 
square inch gauge) despite the 
fact that only 750 PSIG was 
recommended for the pipe. 
—“ ROARING FIERY 
TORCH” — 
Here is the story of what 
happened as first told by Dr. 
C harles E. Cook, coroner of 
Natchitoches parish, who got to 
ttie scene of the tragedy 17 
minutes after it happened: 
“ I took some photographs of 
that gigantic, im pressive, ro ar­ 
ing fiery torch. T ie escaping 
gas exploded and it appeared as 
though a giant blowtorch had 
been set off. . . The houses and 
garage were totally dem olished 
as 
were 
several 
cars 
and 
trucks; also some of the live­ 
stock were killed. 
“ The 
undertakers 
on 
the 
scene were instructed to label 
their d isaster packs as to the 
location the bodies were dis­ 
covered to aid identification. A 
total of two boxes of chalky 
bones and charred flesh were 
found 
scattered 
throughout 
three houses where the deaths 
occurred. We were able to lo­ 
cate only 16 separate bodily 
rem ains; however there were 
bones found at the location which 
could correspond with the m iss- 
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• ing body, completing a total of* 
17 victim s who perished in the 
fi re.” 
Sen. Allen Ellender, D-La., 
im m ediately called for a Fed­ 
eral 
Power 
Commission in­ 
vestigation, a report on which 
was first prepared by Olaf W. 
Nelson of the FPC pipeline di­ 
vision, who had gone to the scene 
of the tragedy with William J. 
D rescher, chief of the division, 
Ellery K. Johnson, supervising 
engineer, and Louis A. Bru­ 
baker, J r., also a supervising 
engineer, all of the Bureau of 
N atural Gas. 
When Nelson’s report was 
submitted to Frank F. W atters, 
chief of the Bureau of N atural 
Gas, and his deputy, Louis Men- 
donsa, they cautiously rejected 
it. It was considered too tough. 
They then gave the report to 
supervising engineer Brubaker, 
who on April 15 com pleteda re­ 
w rite. 
During the rew riting of the 
report, D rescher, chief of the 
Pipeline 
Division, 
was 
n 
frequent touch with Brubaker 
and, according to other FPC 
officials, sought to soften any 
fact which might reflect on Ten­ 
nessee Gas T ransm ission. He 
wanted to em phasize the tech­ 
nical aspects of pipeline de­ 
terioration rather than the fact 
that Tennessee Gas was putting 
too much p ressu re through the 
pipe. 
When the report was finally 
submitted to the full com m is­ 
sion, D rescher, W atters, and 
Mendonsa sought to minimize 
its 
conclusions. 
They 
em­ 
phasized the fact that m etal­ 
lurgical findings have not yet 
been received from the Tate 
L aboratories, a test paid for by 
Tennessee Gas. 
The 
com m issioners 
them­ 
selves, relying upon their staff 
and 
liogged down with other 
work, were not able to examine 
the 
report 
carefully. 
They 
agreed to withhold it from the 
public. 
—TOO MUCH GAS— 
However, here are the cru­ 
cial 
sections of the report: 
On page 10, under “ Design 
P ressu re L im itations,” the re ­ 
port states that the American 
standard code for pressure pip­ 
ing had set certain standards 
according to the density of popu­ 
lation along the route of the 
pipeline and that in “ Class I 


locations — 
those of least 
density 
— p ressu res a re re­ 
stricted to 72 per cent of the 
theoretical 
design p ressu res, 
which in this case would be 72 
per cent of 1,042 PSIG which 
is 750 PSIG.” 
On page 6, the FPC report 
tells of inspecting the operation­ 
al log and p ressu re chart of 
Tennessee’s Station No. 40near 
where the explosion occurred. 
“ The 
recorded 
discharge 
p ressu re ranged between 760 
and 
768 
PSIG,” 
the report 
states. “ At 6 A.M. on March 
4, just minutes before the blow­ 
out, the recorded p ressu re was 
765.” 


The most alarm ing fact, how­ 
ever, is that Tennessee Gas 
upped the pressure back to this 
danger point in its other lines 
after the tragedy. The report 
further states: “ Over the suc­ 
ceeding 12 hours the discharge 
p ressu re in the three rem ain­ 
ing in-service lines was re­ 
stored to the 765 PSIG lev. 
el.” 
Experts at the Power Com­ 
m ission have been loath to talk 
about 
the 
suppressed 
re­ 
port, but say privately that 
the original pipe w aslaid sh o rt­ 
ly after the war, when steel 
was scarce and the pipe wall 
thin; also that all gas pipe­ 
lines are subject to hydroniza- 
tion corrosion. 


The fact that an explosion oc­ 
curred May 9, 1955, ten years 
ago, just 930 feet from the 
March 4, ’65, tragedy, indi­ 
cates that the line may require 
m ajor overhaul. 
D rescher, who conferred with 
Bruliaker with a view to ton­ 
ing down the report, is now 
chief of the FPC’s Pipeline 
Division, but ea rlier was chief 
of the division which handled all 
applications for Tennessee Gas, 
usually assigning them to his 
close friend, William P rather. 
L ater P rather went to work 
f o r 
Tennessee 
Gas on 
D rescher’s 
recom m endation. 
He is employed by the firm in 
Houston today. 
Inside reason given by some 
FPC officials for not publishing 
the report on the Natchitoches 
tragedy was that it would alarm 
the industry by call ing attention 
to the possibility of replacing 
older pipelines laid during the 
im m ediate postwar years.

Plentiful, Well Paying Jobs, 
Requiring No Skills, Go Beg­ 
ging. 
Gary, Ind.: -- Help ls wanted. 
Lots of it. Jobs are available. 
Lots of them. For all com ers. 
But there are not enough takers. 
T here are well paying Jobs for 
men with skills and those with 
just muscle. 
But the jobs go 
begging. 
To put lt bluntly, what ls all 
this talk about heavy unemploy­ 
ment? If it were not for vaca­ 
tioning college men, and som e 
husky high school kids, som e 
steel plants would have to f u t 
production. 
That’s the story in the Chl- 
cago-Gary area. That’s been 
the story in the Ohio steel belt. 
That’s the story even in som e 
E astern plants. There are jobs, 
but no takers. 
Help In some of these m ills 
is 
so scarce, even for jobs 
paying well over $100 a week, 
that 
the U. S. 
Steel Corp. 
actually is conferring with the 
Defense Dept, to obtain men 
being released by the shutting 
down of shipyards and other 
installations. 
, 
Contact with the 
Pentagon 
cam e after a long se rie s of 
“ manhunts” -- and I use the 
word literally, because even 
one new worker would have lieen 
considered a victory. 
It all began early LAST year. 
Many corporations — not only 
in “ steel” -- began searching 
for manpower in the Chicago 
a re a back in February 
and 
M arch 1964. Steel was no dif­ 
ferent -- except for being m ore 
desperate in its need for men. 
Since two big U. S. Steel plants 
--one here and the other In the 
South Chicago district -- needed 
w orkers, the firm launched an 
intensive recruitm ent drive, not 
only locally but throughout the 
Midwest. 
This effort began after all 
“ intra-corporation” sources of 
manpower recruitm ent 
were 
exhausted in this area. A lllald- 
off em ployes who wanted to work 
w ere recalled. The firm also 
went to m ills outside the area 
under the Interplant Job Oppor­ 
tunities program . This means 
that laid-off men with senority 
can move from one district to 
another. 
But there just was not enough 
help available -- or perhaps 
men just did not want to come. 
An intensive newspaper ad v er­ 


tising 
campaign was started. 
State 
employment 
services 
w ere besieged. Still not enough 
men replied. 
So it was decided to search 
In other states which had sub­ 
stantial 
numliers of qualified 
unemployed men. Last Septem ­ 
b er and Octolier 
rep resen ta­ 
tives of the U. S. Steel plants 
h ere and in South 
Chicago 
visited one community in A la­ 
bam a, seven cities in Pennsyl­ 
vania and scoured the P itts­ 
burgh area. 
Still there was a shortage. 
Then this March some of these 
d istric ts 
were revisited in 
search of urgently needed man­ 
power. 
Each recruiting effort was co­ 
ordinated with the various state 
employment services. Another 
intensive public relations drive 
was unleashed in each area 
proclaim ing 
the 
re c ru ite rs' 
scheduled interview dates. 
Now mark this: The big ads 
appealed not only to form er 
steelw orkers 
and 
skilled 
craftsm en but also to any man 
interested 
in 
well 
paying 
“ entry” (beginners’) jobs and 
maintenance work. 
More than 6,000 people were 
then contacted. U. S. Steel Corp. 
representatives actually spoke 
to over 3,000 men. More than 
1,100 
of 
them 
appeared 
qualified. They passed a p re ­ 
lim inary physical. They were 
offered specific jobs. 
Bur only 608 of them reported 
for work. 
Thus U. S. Steel still has 
a “ critica l” need for men. It 
will get tougher when the college 
youngsters, who have been fill­ 
ing in, return to classes after 
vacation. 
But U. S. Steel Is not the only 
firm in search of help. Many 
Ohio plants report they’ll lie 
in the sam e bind when colleges 
raopen. 
T here are plants in the steel 
belts in the Chicago-Gary area 
and other d istricts which have 
a 
constant need for 400 to 
600 men. One such mill reports 
that it has over 500 vacancies 
and that only 150 Jobs require 
skill. The unskilled need only 
be able to read ordinary signs, 
sim ple Instructions and w arn­ 
ings against smoking. 
Yet there are few takers. Why 
if there is bread to lie earned? 
Perhaps some of them are e a t­ 
ing cake elsew here?

The AFL 
aUeady haa granted a franchise 
to the Cox Broadcasting Corp. 
for a record $7.5 million. 
In addition to applications for 
NFL 
franchises from groups 
headed by Lindsey Hopkins, J r. 
of Atlanta and individually by 
Rankin Smith, Atlanta insur­ 
ance company executive, there 
is a bid by William G.Reynolds 
of

Aluminum Co., 
which has a major distribution 
center in Atlanta. 
Com m issioner Pete Rozelle, 
who called the NFL meeting, 
had visited Atlanta last week 
while the AFL as granting a 
franchise to the Cox company.

A. My $4.6 billion of (ax sav­ 
ings, a stimulus to prolong the 
business expansion, and quite 
probably, a small drop in the 
cost of living. 
U. How much stimulus to Jobs 
and production is foreseen? 
A. Economists say the sav­ 
ings, when spent and respent, 
will generate alxrnt $10 billion 
worth of new national output. 
That is about one-third as much 
as the massive 1964 income tax 
cut provided. 
y . What will happen to living 
costs? 
A. A decline of 3-10 of 1 per 
cent in the July consumer price 
index is possible, and then a 
sm aller drop in January when 
the second stage of cuts takes 
effect. 
q . Why "possible**? Why not 
certain? 
A. Because price rises for oth­ 
er products may cancel out the 
savings. 
And 
because some 
firm s may not pass on all the 
tax savings to consumers in the 
form of price reductions. 
y . Aren't price reductions au­ 
tomatic?

No. 
Manufacturers and 
sellers are not legally hound to 
pass on the savings.

Voting Rights And 


Legal Wrongs 


A Commentary on S. 1564, the proposed “ Voting Rights 
Act of 1 9 6 5 /’ prepared and distributed as a public service 
by the Virginia C om m ission on Constitutional Government. 


Q. Beginning with Section S, 
why do you find it objection­ 
able? 
A . Section 3 is objectionaWe 
for several reasons. 
F irst, to become operative, 
it depends upon a presumption 
that is highly questionable — 
that a literacy requirement is 
a tool for racial discrim ina­ 
tion In an> area in which fewer 
than 50 percent of the adults 
register or vote. 
Second, once operative, Sec­ 
tion 3 does not lim it itself to 
striking 
down discrim ination 
based on race or color, but in­ 
stead prohibits an affected State 
from 
Imposing 
any 
qualifi­ 
cations as a prerequisite to 
voting. 
Finally, to rebut the presum p­ 
tion that discrimination ex ists, 
a State must carry the burden 
of proof in a special judicial 
proceeding. And it is interest­ 
ing to note that only the Feder­ 
al D istrict Court of the D istrict 
of Columbia has jurisdiction to 
hear the case.

WASHINGTON AP — Women 
take .1 major step forward In 
the battle of the sexes July 
2 when a new federal law bans 
job discrimination based on — 
among other things -- 
sex. 
Or, In some cases, it could t>e 
a step backward. 
If the law is Interpreted strict­ 
ly, the ladles may not always 
like It. It could wipe out state 
laws designed to protoct them 
from dangerous work, and it 
might mean the end to special 
concessions 
like 
extra rest 
periods, earlier retirement and 
-- yes, even maternity leave. 
On the other hand, a lady 
with muscles who has always 
wanted to lie, say, a jackham- 
mer operator, may finally get 
her chance to overcome tradi­ 
tional male resistance. 
Lawyers aren't too sure just 
what the law will do to tradi­ 
tional 
job lines between men 
and women. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Norbert A. 
Schlei puts it this way; “ It 
could become one of those law­ 
yers' nightmares." 
How did it all come about? 
When Congress wrote the 1964 
C ivil Rights Act, some Southern 
opponents 
threw 
the 
word 
“ sex" into the equal employ­ 
ment opportunity section which 


also bans job discrimination 
based on race, color, religion 
and national origin. 
Justice Department 
lawyers 
believe it was a move to gum 
up the bill. If it was, it may 
have succeeded. 
Vice 
President Hubert 
H, 
Humphrey, who was Senate floor 
leader when the bill was passed, 
said the sex provision would not 
wipe out laws In 43 states and 
the District of Columbia 
de­ 
signed to protect women. 
It is generally believed — al­ 
though by no means certain — 
that the courts will not disturb 
most 
existing 
laws 
and 
practices. 
" I am sure they won't 
rule 
that If someone refuses to hire 
a woman 
as a jackharnmer 
operator 
that this Is dis­ 
crimination In violation of the 
law ," says Donald Slalman, di­ 
rector of the AFL-CIO civil 
rights department. 
There is an exception in the 
law allowing hiring on the basis 
of sex if it is “ a Iona fide oc­ 
cupational qualification reason­ 
ably necessary to the normal 
operation of 
that 
particular 
business or enterprise." 
That would seem to 
cover a 
job in a ladies' - or men's - 
locker room. But other areas 


are more shadowy. 


Does the law mean a restau­ 
rant cannot 
advertise 
for a 
“ waiter," because a waiter is 
a man? 
“ I think that advertising for 
waiters may be a violation; it 
may not be," 
said Slalman. 
But as to state laws that pro­ 
tect women from certain dan­ 
gerous work, limit the number 
of hours they can work and, in 
some cases, how much they lift 
or carry, Schlei warned; “ That 
is the area that is going to 
create a great deal of trouble. 
There is no way of knowing 
what attitude 
the 
courts are 
going to take." 


Richard K. Berg, Justice De­ 
partment lawyer, sees trouble 
where state law or a lal>or con­ 
tract gives women benefits de­ 
nied 
to 
men, “ such as rest 
periods, maternity benefits, and 
earlier retirement privileges." 
Where it all will end, nobody 
is quite sure. Congress may 
have to amend the law later to 
keep the battle of the sexes 
from breaking out into open 
warfare. 
“ We'll just have to wait and 
see," sighed Schlei.
